= Two words tell the 
it difference between 
the new and old 
ideals of public li- 
brary management. 
The old was collec- 
tion; the new is dis- 
tribution. 

Erect as large, as 
monumental, and as 
expensive a building 
as possible. Put a bust of Homer on one 
side the main entrance and a similar tomb- 
stone dedicated to Shakspeare on the 
other. Fill the building with bookshelves 
pod the shelves with books. If possible, 
carve the name of some eminent purveyor 
of chewing between the two busts. 
Install a large number of pallid persons 
ts librarians. Make it a matter of formal 
Regotiation to obtain a book. That was 
the old plan. 

The modern method is parely. commer- 
eal and—probably—vulgar. It depends 
for its success on the rapid tur over of 
the goods in stock. A public library which 
has a million volu..-s on its shelves and 
ditculates only 100,000 books a year is 
Counted far less successful than one with 
one-tenth the collection and twice the cir- 
culation. It is pur a question of sales- 
Manship. A public library is an educa- 
tional institution, open and free to all the 
people. It should Offer knowledge and cul- 
ture to every citizen, marked dawn to 
nothing at all a month. Everybody pays 
for it; everybody show.ld have easy access 
to it. The la er the number of custom- 
ers the better the public library coes its 
job.

T this point it is proper to interrupt 
the heated discussion over the proper 
location, of downtown railroad terminals 
and call for three loud cheers for the Chi- 
cago public library. 

Four years ago the Chicago library stood 
sixth among the public libraries of the 
country in the number of books issued for 
home use. Last year it had risen in rank 
until only Greater New York was in the 
lead. It was second among tbe libraries 
of the United States. That tremendous 
jump was due entirely to better methods 
of salesmanship. 

Incidentally it may as well b remarked 
that while the Chicago library is now sec- 
ond in circulation, it is still twenty-sixth 
in per capita cost.. That is, there are 
twenty-five large cities in the country 
which are taxed more per unit of popula- 
tion than is the city of Chicago, while at 
the same ti-:e their distribution of books 
is less per capita. This is a record which 
might well be called to the attention of the 
efficiency committee of the ‘* ‘cago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce.

HE total annual income of the Chi 
cago library board is $350,000 a 

New York gets $800,000 from tax- 
income from endow- 
Ments is $600,000. And that includes just 
the island of Manhattan. Brooklyn alone 
pays $600,000 each year in taxes to its 
library. Cleveland, St. Louis, and Pitts- 
burgh each raise almost as much from 
taxes as does the more or less imperial 
city at the end of Lake ‘Michigan. Boston, 
of course, gets more. 

If the people find it inconvenient or im- 
Possible to travel ten or fifteen miles for 
a book, then the books must be taken to 
the people. The Chicago Public library 
employs sixteen automobile delivery wag- 
ons for this purpose. 

Every day each of these machines trav- 
els an average of forty-five miles distrib- 
uting sweetness, light, and literature over 
the city. There are at present twenty-six 
branch libraries unde; the administration 
of the library board.

COUNSEL ASK FEW QUESTIONS.

Marquette, Mich., May 26.—A suit involving 
allegations of drunkenness on the part ofa 
former president of the United States will be 
heard here beginning tomorrow by a jury 
composed of four miners, three teamsters, 
two farmers, one blacksmith, one locomotive 
fireman, and one woodsman.

Few Questions Asked. 

There were only a few queations put to the 
prospective jurors. James H. Pound of De- 
troit questioned the veniremen for the plain- 
tiff. He quizzed them as to their acquaint- 
ance with the principals in the defendant's 
legal camp and about their acquaintance with 
H. O. Young. Mr. Young went to congress 
from the Marquette district as a Republican 
His election was contested by the Progressive 
candidate, and before a decision was reached 
at Washington Mr. Young resigned. Counsel 
for the plaintiff are interested in reports that 
remarks made by Young inspired Newett to 
write the alleged libelous article. 

‘Would the fact that the defendant is a 
neighbor and a citizen of this comraunity, 
while the plaintiff is a resident of a distant 
state, prejudice you against the plainyfft? ” 
was another question which Mr. Pound put.

The police have a record of a third 
woman who also claims to have been victim- 
ized. Two of the women say they married 
Morrison. One of them was betrothed to him. 

The known victims: 

Louise BReck, Hillsdale, 
of $15,000 in cash and jewelry 
him three years ago. 

Mra. Pearl Devitt, 2901 Belmont ave- 
nue, robbed of $1,600 in cash, on premise to 
marry. 


Mrs. Devitt Consults Police. 

On Saturday Mrs. Pear! Devitt, 2001 RBel- 
mont avenue, appealed to the police to finda 
man whore name she said was Homer Morri- 
son. She charged him with running away 
with $1,600 of her money. She said she was 
engaged to marry him. He was a rea! és- 
tate man, she said, and he lived at 367 West 
Chicago avenue

that address. They 
were told that Homer Morrison had died on 
Thursday and his effects had been moved 
away by a woman. Then the detectives con- 
sulted the Chicago city directory. They found 
this notation:

North Winchester avenue.” 


Go to Other Address, 

They went to the address of Homer E. Mor- 
rison. There was no one at home. They in- 
quired of neighbors. 

‘* He is dead,”’ they were told. 

‘* When did he die 7’ they asked. 

‘On Thursday.’ 

They inquired for his widow. But so far 
they have not seen her. However, they did 
find a record of his death in the health depart- 
ment. 

Dr. Pond-was family physician for Morri- 
gon and hi# wife. Dr. Pond told Tue TRIB- 
ume last night that there now appeared to 
be some peculiar ciroumstances surround- 
ing the man’s death. 

“ Morrison came be my office on May 17,” 
gaid Dr. Pond. ‘He was suffering with 
nephritis. I examined him and suggested 
that he had better go to 4 hospital. He went 
to the Ravenswood hoepital, where several 
days later he developed #cute nephritis ina 
serious form. I called in Dr. G, N. Bussey, in 
consultation, and both of us agreed that the 
man wes in e@ s¢rious condition. He died 
early Thureday morning.’ 

Mrs. Devitt said she had known “her 
Homer” Morrison for about five years. 


Didn’t Know He Was Married. 

“He never told me that he was married,” 
he said. “I don't believe he ever was mar- 
ried.” 

In her complaint to the police on Saturday 
Mrs. Devitt said she was a widow and had 
six children. She sald that she had known 
Morrison about five years and was engagéd 
to marry him. She said that she had givén 
the man her savings of $1,600, which included 
the money she had received from her hus- 

‘s insurance. When she went to his 
roome May 18 @he found that al! of Morrison's 
{ longings had been moved out. Neighbors 
told. her, she said, that Morrison had ae 
She said she searched the death certifica 
and questioned undertakers without finding 
notice of the man’s death. Then she came to

Husband Comes Back. 

“In the summer of 1911 he -ame back and 
we and our two children spent a most de- 
lightful summer, but at the end of thé sum- 
mer he decided he must return to Mexico and 
that I should follow in January of 1912. 

“ But when I arrived at my destination I 
found the poor boy ill and worn to a shadow. 

*“T gave him every cere and tried often to 
picture his loneliness when I was not there, 
and had many a moment of the deepest re- 
morse for the years we spent apart. 

“One can easily picture my feelings when 
in his iliness the only thought he had was for 
me; how I fought day and night, side by side 
with doctors and nurses, for the life that wes 
now the most precious on earth to me and 
how I felt the world would be well nigh lost 
unless he could be saved. 

“I gave as much of my own blood to try 
to save him, as the doctors would take for 
him. It almost killed me when he finally bad 
to give up his brave fight and go and I would 
have given one-half of the remnant of life 
that is left me if I could have eaved him alive 
for only one hour longer or to erase that 
separations of years.

Changes in Service Constitute 
General Revision; Discrimina- 
tion Charges Fail. 


PENSION FUND FOR GIRL OPERATORS 


An ordinance revising telephone rates fn 
Chicago was adopted by the city cvuncil at 
12:10 o'clock this morning. The psesage of 
the measure marks the end of three years of 
investigation and debate. The vote was 
58 to 5. 

The ordinance, which establishes the new 
schedule of rates adopted by the gay, oll, and 
electric light committee two weeks ago, vag 
passed after three hours of discussion Nwne 
of its principal provisions was changed. 
Only two amené€ ments were added, aud these 
were recommended by the committee which 


had indorsed them in the afternoon. 
Ald. Lewis D. Sitts had the ordinance read 
section by section, explaining eachone. Most 


of the time was occupied by argument on 
points which their advocates did not put into 
the form of amendments. In genera! they 


related to discrimination between ‘arge and 


smal users of telephone service and oid and 
new subscribers. 


Terms of the Ordinance. 

A summary of the new rates follows: 
MEASURED SERVICE. 
BHusiness—Single party with minimum 
of 960 messages per year, §48; next 240 mes- 
sages, 5 cents each; next 1,200 beseages, 3 
cents each; next 1,200 messages, 2% cents 
each; all additional messages, 2 cents each, 

Single party, with minimum of 1,200 calls, 
860 a year; next 1,200 messages, 3 cents 
each: next 1,200 messages, 2% cents each; 
all additional messages, 2 cents each. 

Residence—Single party with minimum 
of 800 messages, $40 a year; next 400 mes- 
sages, 4 cents each; next 1,200 messages, 3 
cents each; hext 1,200 messages, 2% cents 
each; all additional messages, 2 cents each. 


FLAT RATE. . 
Business—Single party with maximum 
of 500 messages, $125 a year, additional 
calls, 2 cents each. (Provided no new con- 
tracts for this class shall be made after 
ordinance goes into effect).. 
Residence—Single party, 
Two party, $56 a year. 
NICKEL FIRST. 
Party Maes for guarantee of % 
cents a day. Two party business lines for 
guarantee of 12% cents a day. Two party 
residence lines for guarantee of 10 cents a 
cay. Four party residence lines for guar- 
antee of 5 cents aday. All additional mes- 
sages above guarantee on all classes 4 cents 
each.

Tends to Replace “Flat Rate.” 

The purpose of the ordinance as explained 
by Chairman Sitts was not only to reduce the 
max'mum charges provided for by the ordi- 
nance of 1907 but also to reclassify the serv- 
ice with a tendency toward the gradual re- 
placement of“ flat rate" service with meas- 
ured rates under which the subscriber will 
pay pro rata charges for the service he re- 
ceives. 

E. W. Bemis, investigator for the commit- 
tee, has held that the revision may mean se 
saving of about $500,000 a year for the public. 
Some doubt of the size of the total has been 
expressed, and he has admitted he cannot 
foretell to what extent the subscribers will 
“take advantage’ of the peductiongs possi- 
ble for them) through changing the form of 
service they Use. 

The ordinance also is considered of interest 
as setting a precedent for rate making med}- 
ures. It provides for an annual contribution 
of $100,000 by the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany to the pension and Gsability fund for 
the benefit of its employés, and it devotes 
$195,000 of the surplug established by Benfis 
to granting increases in wages to these eme- 
ployés. 


Three Classes of Service. 

The ordinance provides for three general 
classes of service for the ordinary subecriber 
~—measured, flat rate, and nickel coin box 
service. These are the classes affected by 
the revision, as the rates for public tele- 
phone service and neighborhood exchange 
service are left as they were. A change in 
toll service is established by a provision for 
a 5 cent charge from telephones ep ae 
changes bordering on the city limits te sub- 
urbs immediately beyond the limits. 

The two amendments agreed upon did net 
affect rates directly, but {t wae said thep 
would mean a material difference to a large 
number of subscribers. 

The first amendment was initiated by Al. 
James B. Bowler, and provides that the pre- 
vision for refunds on nickel service shal! 
‘* work backwards as well ae forwards.” At 
present the subscriber who falls below his 
guarantee ig compelled to make up the deficit 
at the time the coin box is emptied. If within 
sixty days after that time his coin box pro- 
duces an excess amount above his guarantee 
he can claim a refund of the amount he ad- 
vanced for the deficit. 

The amendment provides that if a deficit 
ia found and the subscriber has paid an ex- 
cess during the last sixty days equal or more 
than equa! to that deficit the amount below 
his guarantee cannot be collected from him. 
In other words, any excess that he has paid 
within two months wi!! oor to deficit found 
at the time the collector calls. 

Py other amendment went to the subject 

of charges for meters on measured service. 
adopted by the committee the 
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by paying $1.60 a year for that equipment. 


The amendment provides that any subscriber 
can obtain a meter by paying one charge of 
$3, and that the meter shal! be connected with 
hts telephone as long as he ¢ontihues it in 
service. If he orders the meter taken out he 
is entitled to a rebate of $1. 

The debate on the new rates was begun by 
Ald. Jacob A. Hey; who, with Ald. Staniey 
H. Kunz, Ald. Thomas J. Ahern, and Ald. 
Henry Utpatel, were the principal obstacies 
in the way of its immediate passage. 

Ag soon as the charges for measured service 
had been read, Hey asked upon what basis 
the committee had found it possible to give 
to large subscribers a smaller rate for calls 
than they had given the small users. He 
began to charge discrimination, and Ald. 
Theodore K. Long attempted to stop him. 


Objects to Speech. 

* We members of the committee have heard 
ali these speeches,’” he said, /* and I object to 
one at this time. The gentleman merely 
asked a question. He waen't given the floor 
so he could make a speech.” : 

“ald. Hey raised such questions as this 
in the committee meetings,” sa:d Chairman 
Sitts, “and not once did he offer a substi- 
tute for the sections he criticised.”’ 

Ald. Utpatel then asked to be recorded as 
voting in the negative on the measured serv- 
ice rates. . 

‘* The people expected a rea) reduction,’’ ke 
said, ‘“‘and I don’t see why the committee 
didn’t recommend a rate the same for all 
calls such as 2 or 8 cents a call.”’ 

Mayor Harrison pointed out that no vote 
was being taken on the sections as they were 
considered, but Ald. Kunz took up the ergu- 
ment that there was discrimination in the 
ordinance. He pinned his argument on the 
fact that future new subscribers will not be 
able to get the flat rate business service. On 
this contention he moved that the ordinance 
be sent back to the committee for further 
consideration and demanded a roll call on his 
motion. He was defeated by a vote of 59 to 
7. Those who voted with him were Coughiin, 
Kenna, Martin, Carr, McDonald, and Utpatel. 

Utpatel was the next to offer an amendment. 
He moved to strike out all reference to 
“nickel first’’ in the section pertaining to 
that form of service: His object was to give 
all nickel phone users the benefit of the 4 
cent rate on all calls in addition to the guar- 


antee. 


Emergency Button Provided. 
The ordinance offered this inducement for 


the change to the nickel first service on the 
compeny’s argument that it means economy 


of time; and it compromised with objectors to 


the change by providing that every nickel 


first instrument shall be equipped with an 
emergency button by means of which the 


operator can be signaled without the use of a 


nickel or slug. 


There was no argument on the question 


and Utpatel’s motion was tabled by a vote 


of 3% to 26. 
“The company gets the money before it 


delivers the goods,” said Utpatel, still ob- 


jecting. 

“ Like @ great many lawyers,” was Chair- 
man Sitts’ retort. 

After the consideration section by section 
had been completed and it was believed the 
ammunition of the opposition was exhausted, 
Ald. Hey offered an amendment to the sec- 
tion covering measured service rates. If 
adopted it would have given 1,500 calls a year 
for $4 instead of 960 calis for $48, as rec- 
ommended by the committee. His proposi- 
tion was tabled by a vote of 57 to 5. 


Company Expected to Yield. 

Chairman Sitts called attention during the 
talk to a statement of President Sunny of the 
company during the afternoon in response to 
@ question from Bemis concerning Bowler’s 
amendment on the refund provision. He said 
Mr. Sunny asserted the company could not 
accept the ordinance if altered in that man- 
ner; but among the aldermen there was little 
doubt the new rates and regulations will be 
accepted by the corporation within the thirty 
days set by the ordinance as the time in which 
{t must act. Mayor Harrison is expected to 
sign the measure as soon as it has been re- 
viewed by the law department. 

Ald. Sitts also mentioned that the investiga- 
tions of the committee had cost the city about 
$100,000. Asked if the figure was that large 
he said $70,000 might cover the expense. 
After the passage of the orcinance he had 
placed in the omnibus the ordinance creating 
a telephone bureau to be directed by a tele- 
phone commissioner. A special appropri- 
ation would be needed to establish this bu- 
reau, and it is probable that action may be 
deferred until council action on the proposed 
bureau of public utilities. 


Utility Ordinance Referred. 

Ald. Si Mayer had referred to the commit- 
tee on gas, oll, and electric light an ordi- 
nance for a temporary bureau of public utili- 
ties to be composed of representatives of the 
city electrician, the city controller, and the 
law department, with the gas inspector, the 
traction expert, and other agencies already 
in existence. Ald. Charles E. Merriam’s sub- 
committee, authorized to draft an ordinance 
for a bureau of this sort, will take up the 
subject this afternoon. 

Ald. J. Edward Clancy attacked the Ar- 
tesian Stone and Lime company, whose stone 
quarry at Grand and Campbell avenues was 
complained of before the noise committee 
last week. He presented two measures on 
the subject. One was an order directing the 
chief of the fire prevention bureau to revoke 
the dynamite blasting license of the com- 
pany. This he had sent tothe judiciary com- 
mittee. He also had passed an order for the 
preparation of an ordinance prohibiting stone 
quarrying within the city limits. 


| PACKERS TESTIFY. | 
_ ON GIRLS’ WAGES, 
L. F. Swift Says He Favors | 
Minimum of $7.50 a Week; 
What Is Paid at Yards Now. 


GRAHAM TAYLOR HEARD. 


Maxwell Edgar Presents List of 
Alleged Profits of Big Chi- © 
eago Employers.

Louis F. Swift. president of Swift & Co., ; 
and representative of other packing houses; | 
appeared yesterday afternoon before the Iili- 
nois welfare com ion and gave testimony | 
regarding wages paid to their female em- 
ployés. 

Graham ‘Taylor, head of the Chicago Com- | 
mons, was a witness also. He attacked the 
dance halls with bar attachments as a chief 
cause of the ruin of girls and he said investi- | 
gations had shown that economic conditions | 
were responsible for about 12 per cent of the 
total of fallen women. 


Swift Gives Testimony. 

Mr. Swift, in response to a question from 
Senator Beall, said he “did not consider a | 
minimum wage of $7.50 excessive.” He shid | 
that Swift & Co. paid 7 per cent on a capital | 
stock of $75,000,000 and had about 4 per cent | 
additional for reserve. 
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Mr. Swift said he er.ployed 399 women in 


the Chicago plant as makers of butterine and 
sausage, and soap wrappers. The minimum 
wage is $6 and the maximum $15, with an 
average of $7.59 for an average of fifty hours’ 
work weekly. Fourteen girls receive $6. 

Mr. Swift said he had not investigated the 
minimum wage question, and while not poat- 
ed on vice conditions he thought the wage | 
played a small partinit. A girl's home life, 
he thought, more important, but could sée 
that would be affected by the father’s earn- 
ings. 

“ Would $8 a week be excessive for a girl 
to spend on herself for food and clothing? ’’ 
inquired Lieut. Gov. O'Hara. 

“ No, that would be a fair average,”’ said 
Mr. Swift. 


Consumer Pays Wage Increase. 

“Why should an employer pay 399 girls 
a less average wage?’ 

“That would depend largely on the stand. 
ard of wages and locality.’ 

“How much would it cost you to make 
the minimum for women in your plant $8?’’ 

Mr. Swift figured a moment and replied it 
would take about $20,000 yearly in Chicago 
alone. 

“ Would that additional cost be placed on 
the consumer?’’ asked Mr. O’ Hara. 

“ Well, the cost would have to go on some. 
body,’ replied the packer, dubiously. 

“Would you pay that $20,000 out of your 
own pocket to make things easier?” inquire 
the chairman. 

“ I'd like to improve conditions for women, 
and men, too,”’ said Mr. Swift, ‘‘and I would 
like to conform to any law.”’ 

“ Why not beat the state to it?” asked the 
Heutenant governor, but the witness only 
smiled. 

In reply to Senator Beall, the packer said 
a minimum wage of $7,50 “ did not look un- 
reasorable.”’ To Senator Harris, a visitor, 
he admitted the Swift concern was “ called 
one of the Big Four” in the stockyards, | 
though he “ never knew the reason.”’ 


Armour Minimum $5 a Week. 

M. D. Harding, superintendent of the Chi- 
cago plant of Armour & Co., gave much in- 
formation about the piece system and the ad- 
vantages of women over men in some classes 
of work because of their superior “ niftiness 
and nimbleness.”’ 

Mr. Harding said the Armours employed 
840 women at a minimum of $5, though the 
scale runs, as a rule, from 8 1-3 to 26% cents 
an hour, on a basis of sixty hours a week 
The average earnings are $7.19 weekly, and 
the average hours fifty-five to fifty-eight, as 
the women demand a half day on Saturday, | 
and they usually are idle two hours on Tues- 
day. 

*“‘ We can’t regulate the supply of cattle and 
hogs,’ said the witness, ‘‘ and often there is 
no work to do.”’ 

Cc. L. Charles, assistant superintendent of 
Morris & Co., represented Edward Morris, 
who isill. This firm employs 324 women ata 
minimum of 10 cents and a maximum of 17% 
cents an hour. He said “ it would be foolish 
for any employer not to approve a minimum 
wage of $7.50 a week,” and “* there is no argu- 
ment but that low wages in the stockyards 
are due to foreign labor.’’ In response toa 
question he agreed that it was wrong to pay 
less for foreign born labor than native Ameri- 
cans. 

Edgar Produces Some Tables. 

Maxwell Edgar, tax reform specialist, was 
a witness, presenting an alleged table show- 
ing profits of some Chicago concerns. He 
said that he got those from the office of for- 
mer Secretary of the Treasury Franklin Mac- 
Veagh, through the blunder of a clerk. 
Edgar said that whem he brought suit to 
compel about thirty [Illinois corporations to 
pay taxes on their capital stock he had 
secured the government figures by writ-

Edgar's figures of the Field store profits— 
alleged to be between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000 
—are not in agreement with Chairman 
O’Hara’s estimate of the profits of that store. 
At a speech some days ago O'Hara said the 
profits were $17,000,000 annually. He made 
it fairly clear that ‘his figures were ‘* guess- 
work.”’ 


Graham Taylor a Witness. 

Prof. Graham Taylor, in his testimony, fig- 
ured that the two years’ investigation of the 
Chicago vice commission had cost not less 
than $15,000, of which the city had given 
$10,000 and the remainder had been supplied 
by citizens. Julius Rosenwald was the only 
name of the general contributors he could 
recall. 

Prof. Taylor, by request, then read the 
newspaper article in which he had charac- 
terized the work of the senate commission 
as *“‘ hysterical, spectacular, and superficial,” 
and compared it unfavorably with the Chi- 
cago vice commission, of which he admitted 
he had been a member. 

‘‘Are not those same professors depend- 
ent for their incomes on the big business that 
pays low wages? ”’ 

Prof. Taylor would not agree to that, and 
added that “ notwithstanding some errors 
of judgment in the commission's work,” he 
thought it had commanded wide attention 
and done a great deal of good.”’ 


Shows Wages Not to Blame. 

Prof. Taylor cited some of the Chicago 
commission's figures to prove that only about 
12 per cent of fallen women investigated 
laid their downfall to economic conditions, 
and the statistics of the Rockefeller bureau 
of social hygiene were corroborative, he 
said. 

He attacked the dance halis with bar per- 
mits as “ outrages that extend all over Chi- 
cago,”” but said he “had yet to see any 
abuses come from the dances regulated by 
the park commisgsicns.”’ 

“ Will the girl earning $8 to $10 a week be 
as Mable to fall as the one getting $3.507’’ 
queried Senator Beall. 

“ That depends on the girl,’’ retorted the 
professor. 

“Will the minimum wage bill we propose 
be a good start? ’’ 

“ Yes, it will be a good start in the work.” 


“Tip Trust’ Head on Stand. 

James Russo, reputed head of the “tip 
trust,’’ denied that honor, and sald he had 
fierce competition. He employs check girls 
and maids at a number of hoteles and restau- 
rants, but declined to tell his profits or what 
he paid for privileges. He pays the girls $9 
and the maide 87 @ week. He insisted the 
girls had pockets in their aprons and could 
steal from him if they wanted to. 

George E. Munger, assistant treasurer of 
the Munger and Drexel Laundry companies, 


-employs 186 women in Chicago at a minimum 


of $4 and a maximum of $16 for workers. 
His firms paid 8 per cent dividends, but he 
doubted if they could stand an $8 minimum 
and proportionate increases for the others.

Ministers and Social Workers 
Call on Council to Make 
Job Official.

ASK FOR HARRIET VITTUM 


Want Settlement Head to Act 
Until Successor Is Named 
by Aldermen. 


The council was asked yesterday by Prot- 
estant ministers and social workers of Chi- 
cago to appoint an official city chaperon for 
public dance halls.° Miss Harriet Vittum, 
head resident of the Northwestern Univer- 
sity settlement, has been asked to act as 
ehaperon by the social purity committee of 
the Chicago Federation of Protestant Min- 
isters until the council makes the position of- 
ficial and names a successor. 

The committee, which met in the Y. M. C. A. 
building, asserts a chaperon clothed with 
the power of a council act is needed to check 
the delinquency of young girls. The com- 
mittee also asked the council to forbid the 
sale of liquor and to make other drastic reg- 
ulations in connection with dance halls in 
Chicago. 

The speakers at the meeting, which in- 
cluded Barrat# O'Hara, the Rev. M. P. Boyn- 
ton, Mrs. Virgtnia’ Brooks Washburne, and 
the Rev. Philip Yarrow, said they would 
make a campaign so strong for the dance 
hall legislation that the council would feel 
the pressing demand. 


Part of Resolutions. 

The resolutions are‘partly as follows: 
¢’ We urge the city council to pass an or- 
dinance regulating the operation of dance 
halls. 

“We believe the sale of liquor in dance 
halls or in buildings connected with them 
should be prohibited. 

“We believe the giving of return checks 
to dancers should be prohibited to prevent, as 
much as possible, gince hall patrons from 
using saloons in the neighborhood. 

“There should be no connection of dance 
halls with hotels or rooming houses. 

“‘ A license should be required for the prem- 
ises and not for the man who operates the 
hall in order to prevent a license being taken 
out by a relative after it once has been re- 
voked, 

“A public social chaperon sNould be ap- 
pointed to visit the dance halls and to see 
that the city ordinances are enforced. She 
should be given a corps of inspectors who 
regularly would-inspect all public dance 
halls and report conditions to her.’’ 


Attacks Cafe—McWeeny’s? 

Mrs. Washburne also urged the notorious 
loop cafés be cleaned up. 

“Such cafés as the Delaware at Randolph 
and Dearborn streets should be eliminated.”’ 
she said. ‘Surely this café is enjoying the 
protection of some one higher up. I under- 
stand it le owned by Chief McWeeny’s 
brother.”’ 

Liquor served at dance halls and {mmodest 
dress worn by church women are responsible 
for the downfall of many girle who come to 
the Juvenile court, according to Miss Mary 
Bartelme, assistant to Judge Pinckney. 

“If you could git in my little courtroom,” 
said Miss Bartelme, “‘ and hear girls of 14 or 
15 years say, ‘I met him at the dance hall. 
I don’t know his last name,’ I think the im- 
portance of this question would be brought 
home to you. 

“When the girl is asked, ‘Are liquors 
served?’ she usually says.‘ Yest.’ ” 

The federation demanded the following 
bills be enacted into law: The residence dié- 
trict act, the anti-shipment bill, the blind 
tiger bill, the county option bill It also 
asked for legislation to strengthen the law 
for punishment of criminals, laws to provide 
safeguards for health and morals, to assure 
an adequate wage, to assure one day’s rest a 
week, and to require nonpartisan elections 
for municipal officers.

New York, May 26.—[(Special.]—Letters 
written by Mary Todd Lincoln, the wife of 
Abraham Linooin, which have been hidden 
away for more than forty years, came to light 
again today in a saleof autograph letters and 
manuscripts at the Anderson auction rooms. 
They were written in 1870, when Mrs. Lincoln, 
broken in courage and health by financial and 
other worries that came upon her after the 
assassination of her husband, wrote appeals 
to her friends in power, asking them to use 
their influence to have congress pass an ap- 
propriation for her assistance. 


Recalls Gifts to Grant. 

The letters show a bitter feeling for Gen. 
Grant. Writing to her friend, Mrs. Orne, 
wife of Congressman Orne, from Chicago, she 
says: ) 

“ Gen. Grant, whose services to his coun- 
try were certainly not ‘ superior’ to my hus- 
band’s, within the last eighteen months has 
had three elegant mansions presented him, a 
salary of $13,000 a year he enjoys. 

‘**On New Year’s day he is to be presented 
with $100,000, an elegant library in Boston, 
and the prospect of his being made general 
with his salary increased to $25,000 @ year. 
Life is certainly ‘ couleur de rose’ for him, if 
it is all darkness and gloom to the unhappy 
family of the fallen chief.’ 

The following letter was written from 
Marienbad, where Mrs. Lincoln had been or- 
dered by her physician: 

“ How strangely surprising are the events 
that are hourly occurring in our lives. I 
went into F—only twenty minutes by rali— 
to get Taddie some schoolbooks, see my phy- 
siclan about a new medicine he had given 
me, and ‘ see the papers.’ An English paper 
said the senate committee had decided 
against me on the ground that I had property 
to the amount of $60,000—a fearful and 
wicked invention of the enemy, which in- 
famous falsehood will consign me to a most 
painful state of existence all my gays. Will 
our country, with its many noble hearted 
men, allow this?’’ 


Tells of Living in Poverty. 

In other letters—there were twelve in all— 
Mrs. Lincoln described the discomforts her 
poverty had forced uponher. Finally on Jan. 
13, 1870, she wrote of “ Grant and his wife's 
utter indifference and heartlessness.’’ 

“ They are intensely small, selfish people,” 
she wrote, " and it will be more than fully 
realized ere their administra.ion is over. But 
do you tell me that already by this congress 
an appropriation has been given Grant for 
refurnishing the White House, whilst the 
wife of the great chieftain whose life was sac- 
rificed for his country, is living in an un- 
carpeted apartment—ill in bed without a 
menial to hand her a cupofcold water? Will 
our friends not brand Grant openly if he 
cannot faintly respond to the appeals of great 
and good men? Burn thisI pray you.”’ 

This letter, the most acrimonious of all, 


‘brought the best price of the sale. It was sold 


to George D. Smith for $50. The letter to 
Miss Orne brought $30 from an unknown bid- 
der. A letter in which Mrs. Lincoln refused 
to sell @ black lace dress also brought $30. 


BURY N. W. BLACKBURN TODAY. 


Body of Old Soldier, Who Ran Away to 
War When 14, Will Be Interred 
Here. 

The body of Nicholas Warren Blackburn 
who ran away to war in 1862, when 14 years 
old, will buried today in Oakwoods. Mr. 
Blackburn with another brother left his home 
in Frankfort, Ky., and joined the union 
forces, serving fur three years in company E. 
FAghteenth cavalry. Two other brothers 
joined the confederate army. Fora few years 
the veteran had been living in Aurora, Il., 
where he was a member of Aurora post 20, 
G. A. R., and deputy organizer and mem ber 
of Aurora lodge 1838 of the Knights and La- 
dies of Honor. He died om Sunday of Preu- 

monia.

Alderman Predicts Park (Consolida- 
tion Will Fail. 


Ald. Charles E. Merriam’s fight against the 
$1,300,000 tax increase included in the park

Through the personal activity of Mayor

Later in the day Merriam consulted with 
the four who had voted to support his protest 
—Henry D. Capitain, John Kjellander, John 
H. Helwig, and Henry U'tpatel—anda minor- 
ity report recommending the passage of the 
resolution was the result: Council action 
upon it was deferred until next meeting. and 
it is expected a roll call then will be forced. 


Harrison Men Vote Increase. 

The eight who voted to table the issue in 
committee are all Harrison henchmen except 
one—Irwin R. Hazen. The others are John 
Coughlin, Otto Kerner, J. Edward Clancy, 
John Powers, John H. Bauler, Melville G. 
Holding, and Milton J. Held. 

During the discussion Merriam questioned 
Harrison's statement that the average tax- 
payer is not interested in the amount of his 
tax rate. Heinsisted that the property owner 
watches his tax bill “‘ like a hawk.” 

“I don’t believe,” said the mayor. “that 
the protest against taxation comes from the 
rank and file.

BROAD INQUIRY IS STARTED. 


| Advice as to Remedies for Defects in 


Present System Sought. 


Weehington, D. C., May 26.—The senate 
banking and currency committee began its 
investigation of what is the matter with the 
raticn’s currency system and how its de- 
fects should be remedied late today. A list 
of questions to be sent to bankers and finan- 
cial experts was approved and prepared for 
immediate distribution. 

There are thirty-two questions in the list, 
enough the committee believed, after care- 
ful consideration, to delve thoroughly into 
the subject of currency reform. _With them 
to the financial experts will go a letter sug- 
gesting answers be given to such as seem 
worth while. 


Questions Submitted to Bankers, 

The questions summarized follow: 

What are the essential defects of our bank- 
ing and currency system? 

Enumerate its advantages and disadvan- 
tages and what purposes are to be attained by 
an improved system. 

Should natfonal banks continue to have a 
bond secured currency, and should present 
reserve requirements: for such banks be 
changed ? 

Should elastic currency be authorized, and, 
if so, should it be limited and to what amount; 
should it be notes of individual banks, a cen- 
tral reserve associstion, a number of regional 
associations, or the treasury? 

If such notes are from the treasury should 
they be on pledge of security and of what 
kind, and should they be a first lien of the 
government on the concern to which issued? 

Should all currency have a gold basis and 
how should it be issued, and what per cent 
of reserve should be required?

Nelson Wants “Asset” Currency, 

Senator Nelson, Republican member of Lie 
senate committee on banking and currency 
introduced today a bill proposing a system of 
“asset secured currency” for national 
banks under which the banks of the country 
could, if necessary, issue emergency cur- 
rency to the total amount of $295,000,000. 
The bill would give banks authority to issue 
the new notes to an amount not greater than 
the difference between their present bond 
secured currency and their total paid in 
capital. The new notes would constitute a 
“first and preferred lien"’ upon all of the 
assets of the bank by which they were issued. 

To restrict the use of the new currency to 
emergencies the Nelson bill proposes a tax 
of 4 per cent per year on the extra notes, in- 
creasing in rate monthly and reaching 10 
per cent in five months. 


M’ADOO TURNS DOWN SHUMAN; 
NOT TO GET CONTROLLERSHIP. 


Secretary Tells Candidate Man with 
Metropolitan Experience Is Needed— 
May Get Another Job. 


Washington. D, C.. May 26.—[Special.J— 
Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo will not 
recommend Irving Shuman of Sullivan, II1., 
for controller of the currency. Mr. McAdoo 
made this statement today to Mr. Shuman, 
who Was accompanied by Senator Lewis. 

The secretary explained to Mr. Shuman 
that he is looking for a controller who has 
had metropolitan banking experience and 
who has a national! reputation on financia!

Newark, N. J., May 26.—Jacob Dunn and 
Seeley Davenport of Wharton, N. J., who 
sent threatening letters to President Wilson 
before he aseumed office, were sentenced to 
Trenton state prison today; Dunn for five 
years and Davenport for two. 

Both men were found guilty on four counts, 
but in the case of Davenport the federal 
grand jury recemmended mercy. The let- 
ters, mailed in May and November of last 
year, demanded first $1,000 and then $5,000, 
under penalty of death. 

The mountaineers were convicted algo of 
sending similar letters to Theodore F. King, 
postmaster at Ledgewood, N. J., and to a 
manufacturer of Dover, N. J., now dead.

Recorded in Vicinity Dur- 
ing Last 24 Hours. 


Chicago Center of Storm Wave; 
Warmer Weather Forecast 
for Today. 


Sprouting grain fields around Chicago yes- 
terday took on the appearance of flooded rice 
puddles. Fears were expressed inp the sub- 
urban communities that the new crops will 
suffer much damage on account of the heavy 
rainfall of the last two days and the un- 
usually low temperature. 

The rain gauge in the Chicago weather ob- 
servatory registered a precipitation of 1.88 
inches in the last twenty-four hours. 


Temperature Goes Down to 42. 
This rainfall was accompanied by a min- 
imum temperature of 42 degrees at 11 o'clock 
Sunday. night, making the locality one of the 
coldest in the country. Chicago was the cen- 


ter of a storm that covered the easterm cen- 
tral states. 

In the country lowlands surrounding Chi- 
cago many fields, in which the new crops 
were just pushing above the ground, were 
under water. Prof. Henry J. Cox, in charge 
of the weather bureau, declared that such 
heavy precipitation at this time of the year 
usually washed out the young sprouts. 
moisture and the low temperature are expect- 
ed to affect the aftergrowth of the grain. 


Milder Weather Promised. 

Prof. Cox predicted milder weather for the 
next few days. 

The forecast for Chicago and vicinity 
reads: 

“Fair Tuesday and probably Wednesday. 
Rising temperature and variable winds.”’ 
For Illinois the forecast is: “ Fair Tuesday, 
warmer except in extreme south portion. 
Wednesday fair, warmer, moderate north 
winds, becoming south by Wednesday.”’

Serum Not Worthy of Se- 
rious Consideration. 


TREATMENT CONDEMNED. 


Medical Officer of New York Port 
Urges Guard on Fried- 
mann Method. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., May 26.—[Special. }— 
The alleged goat serum tuberculosis “ cure ” 
being exploited in Chicago by .r. Peter P. 
Duket is regarded by the United States goy- 
ernment as net worthy its serious attention. 

Federal officials say they have no jur‘sdir- 
tion over Duket’s operations, which are sub- 
ject to régulation by the authorities of the 
state of Illinois. 

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo issued 
an official statement today announcing that 
the public health service had refused “ any 
further investigation into the treatment and 
its results.” It was stated that this decision 
had been reached “in the light of the con- 
ditions which the preliminary survey of the 
situation disclosed.” 


U. S. Action Condemns “Cure.” 

The action of the government amounts to 
a complete condemnation of the Duket treat- 
ment, and puts it in the same class as te 
scores of tuberculosis “ cures” beirig adve-:.- 
tised In various parts of the country. 

In the case of the Duket “cure” a pre- 
liminary inquiry was sufficient to dem- 
onstrate that a comprehensive examination 
would not be warranted. 


SEEKS BAR AGAINST FRIEDMANN. 

New York. May 26.—Dr. Joseph J. O’Con- 
nell, health) officer of the port of New York, 
sent a letter today to Health Commissioner 
Lederle requesting him to submit to the 
board of health a resolution prohibiting the 
administration of the Friedmann treatment 
for tuberculsois in New York, “ until such 
time ap those interested affirmatively in its 
administration shall notify the health depart- 
ment of its innocuous character.”’ 

“ The reports of the investigator of your 
department,”’ the letter says, ‘‘ whose pe- 


reports a compelling force, are all to the effect 
that the dangers which might be apprehended 
in such a form of treatment are actually 
present therein. He finds that the patients 
subjected to this treatment have not im- 
proved but have lost ground to an extent 
greater than might be expected from the 
natural ravages of the disease. 

“ He finds that where the tuberculosis con- 
dition had affected one side prior to inocula- 
tion with the serum (sic) there was. after 
such inoculation. an unnaturally rapid de- 
velopment of the tubercular process on the 
hitherto healthy side, which indicates that 
the operation of the alleged cure had a tend- 
ency to at¢celerate rather than retard the 
progress of the disease.”’

WITNESSES SHUN VOTE JURY 


Defeated Candidates Ignore Bids; 


Subpoenas Issued. 


DAY’S SESSION IS BARREN. 


Three Special Assistant State’s Attor- 


neys Named, but Inquiry Lags. 


The specia) grand jury, impaneled to tn- 
vestigate election frauds, convened in the 
Criminal Court buflding yesterday morning. 
Special State’s Attorney Day appointed three 
special assistant state’s attorneys because of 
the gigantic task confronting him. Intro- 


ductions were exchanged between the mem- 


bers of the body on the threshold of the in- 
vestigation. 

When the hands of the clock were at 10:30 
the jurors settled themselves in chairs. 
The four attorneys also settled themselves. 
Then everybody waited. 

When the waiting had cut into the dinner 
hour by a good forty minutes Day announced 
the session was adjourned for the day and 
would convene this morning at 10:80 further 
to investigate election frauds. The three 
assistant special state's attorneys shook 
hands all around and departed. 

It was the Orst business meeting of the 
body. 

Witnesses Do Not Appear. 

Invitations had been sent out to at least 
four witnestes, announcing the jury would 
be In a receptive mood Lewis R. Rinaker, 
W. A. Cunnea, and George I. Haight, the 
three candidates affected by the frauds, and 
their attorney, Frank Ayers, did not respond 
to the invitations. Even the “RR. 8. V. P.” 
on Mr. Day’s invitation was ignored. 

The special state’s attorney and his as- 
sistants and the special grand jury found 
themselves without witnessee 

Then Mr. Day went out to corral witnesses. 
He found one. Election Commissioner An- 
thony Czarnecki will accommodate the jury 
with testimony today on the findings of the 
election commissioners’ investigation. With 
this prospect the special grand jury investi- 
gation of tle frauds will take a fresh start 
today. 


Contempt Proceedings Threatened. 

Mr. Ayers and his candidates have ex- 
pressed their opinions of the legality of the 
special grand jury. Whether they will ig- 
nore or obey the subpecenas, is the next ques- 
tion. Mr. Day threatens contempt of court 
proceedings if they fail to appear. Up 
to a late hour last night none of the sub- 
poena had been served. 


Thirty more votes, according to the etate’s

RETURNED TO JAIL 


Suffraget Leader Tries to Break 
Parole and Is Taken on 
Old Warrant, 


SENT BACK TO HOLLOWAY 


Prophesied Arrest to Followers 
Who Awaited Her in Lon- 
don Music Hall. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, May 26.—Mrs. Emmeline Pank- 
hurst, leader of the militant suffrarets, is 
back in Holloway jail, from which she was re- 
leased on ticket of leave on April 12 because 
of her enfeebled condition resulting from a 
hunger strike, began immediately on start- 
ing to serve her senténce of three years for 
inciting her followers to malicious damage co 
property. 

Mrs. Pankhurst attempted to attend the 
weekly meeting of the Women’s Social and 
Political union at the Pavilion Music hall, 
but fate-in the shape of police detectives 
barred the way. 

The suffraget leader was taken into cus- 
tody as she was leaving her retreat in 
Woking. 

Taken on Way to Meeting. 

Just as she reached a waiting automobile 
Detective Sergt. Barron stopped her and 
asked: 

“ Where are you going?” 

Her reply was “ that’s my business.” 

On being told that she was not permitted 
to leave the house Mrs. Pankhurst informed 
the detectives she was going to the Pavil- 
ion, whereupon Barron formally executed 
the warrant for her arrest issued on April 
28 and took his prisoner to the Woking 
police station and from there in an automo- 
bile to Bow street police court and ar- 
reigmed her on the charge of violating her 
peroie. ~ 

She was at once committed to Holloway 
jail to serve out the balance of her sentence 
or such part of it as shali expire before she 
is again released if she starts another hun- 
ger strike. 

As she was leaving Bow s* sae Mrs. Pank- 
Rurst macea short speech ¢ ‘r friends who 
had gathered around ie entrance to the 
eourt. Though her words denoted the same 
epirit of defiance, observers saw that there 
was an absence of the old fire of enthusiasm 
in her voice.

The letter contained adenunciation of the 
“glanders’’ on her in the_London newspa- 
pers and irNtimated that the suffraget leader 
expected to be arrested on her way to the 
meeting. 

imud cheers greeted the reading of Mrs. 
Pantkhurst's letter and the announcement of 
her arrest provoked cries of ‘‘ Shame.”

North Shore Festival ' 
Begun with “Messiah.”

ANDEL'S “ Messiah” again was proven 

the most widely beloved of all choral 

classics last night at the opening con- 

cert of the north shore festival. De- 

spite the inhospitable disposition of the 
elements, over 3,300 music lovers assembled in 
the gymnasium of the Northwestern university 
at Evanston to receive with reverent but cordial 
approval the exposition of its beauties by Con- 
ductor Lutkin, the festival chorus, and the 
Chicago orchestra. So numerous were the forces 
engaged that even this goodly audience repre- 
sented but three listeners for every singer or 
player taking part in the performance. 

The custom to make the Handel masterpiece 
serve as medium for the exploitation of a vast 
Secsaetaige mass is ancient. Therefore it fittingly 
may be cherished in the scholastic atmosphere 
of Evanston. A chorus of 1,000 voices appeals 
to the imagination; it is imposing to view; and 
there are moments in the score which after 
careful preparation may be made to sound as 
well by a thousand singers as by 300. Finally, 
the choral tone always gains in beauty by any 
considerable numerical increase, just as it 
loses in fiexibility and in capacity for ex- 
pressive contrast. 

—~ 


But it does not gain in power and in volume. 
Last night there were many passages which 
Mr. Lutkin’s one thousand singers delivered 
with less power than Mr. Wilde’s veterans of 
the Apollo club can command, with less pre- 
cision, and therefore with a slighter degree of 
clarity. It may be possible that the exultant 
fortissimos of the chorus “ For unto us a Child 
is born’ were pronounced with a more full- 
ness of tone than the orsinary choral mass can 
produce, but their relation to the opposed 
Pianissimo passages represented contrasts less 
impressive because Mr. Lutkin’s great chorus 
achieved no pianissimos. 

As an unaccustomed inflection, produced 
probably by the acoustic readjustment incident 
upon the numMerical increase in the ranks of the 
chorus, one immay note the predominence of 
tenors and basses in every climax. The 
sopranos seemed a bit timid; the altos pro- 
duced a beautiful quality of tone, but were 
not remarkable in the matter of sonority. But 
the male voices developed their full share of 
the volume one would expect from such a 
chorus. F

The rhythmical standards sustained by the 
chorus must be commended. The singers showed 
a lack of unanimity only by an _ occasional 
clouding of some florid passage which de- 
manded the utmost precision of accent to de- 
fine it. The performance as a whole repre- 
sented lofty interpretative ideals. Mr. Lutkin 
selected tempos that in themselves served to 
define the mood, and set forth a broad scheme 
of contrasts admirably suited to the noble pro- 
portions of the work. 

The soloists for the first concert were artists 
with whose gifts and attainments the Chicago 
public is familiar. Miss Florence Hinkle’s voice 
filled the ample spaces of the gymnasium with 
surprising ease. Its impression of focused in- 
tensity, of delicious quality, and of daintiness 
and flexibility, carried even to the last distant 
row of seats and out into the foyer. Miss Chris- 
tine Miller, with vocal means no less ample and 
beautiful, added to the contralto solos the potent 
appeal of resourceful art and sympathetic per- 
sonality. Reed Miller, who assumed the bur- 
den of the tenor solos, repeated former successes 
with’ an added measure of distinction and au- 
thority, and Henri Scott, of the Chicago opera, 
adventured fortunately among the austerities 
of oratorio, displaying a mastery of style and 
a facility in the delivery of florid passages that 
attested to an unsuspected breadth of artistic

CHICAGO SOON TO BE EXAMPLE 
TO WORLD IN CLEANLINESS. 


City Smoke Inspector Thinks Electrifi- 
cation Not Most Important Move to 


Purify Atmosphere. 


“Chicago is a clean city, compared to the 
Chicago of seven years ago,” said Osborn 
Monnett, city smoke inspector, yesterday. ‘‘It 
has moved out of the Pittsburgh and Cin- 
cianati clase, and soon wil! be an example 
to the world, if a few more regulations are 
enforced. In twenty years there will be 
virtually no smoke in the air. 

“It is probable, however, the advocates 
of smoke abatement are overemphasizing the 
importance of locomotive smoke. Approxi- 
mately only 17 per cent of the smoke of the 
city is caused by locomotives. The ques- 
tion of smoke abatement is not as important 
as that of dust abatement. If locomotive 
emoke were disposed of byelectrification— 
@s eventually will come to pass—the differ- 
ence in the local atmosphere would hardly be 
noticeable. A 

‘** Dust and other dirts are a greater con- 
etituenmt of the atmosphere than smoke, and 
much good can be done by the pagsing of 
ordinances enforcing greater cleanliness of 
the streets. 

“ The Association of Commerce now is hav- 
fing analyses of the atmosphere made.’

Spend Too Much on Clothes: . 

I believe a great many families complain of 
the high cost of living, not ‘because their gro- 
cery bills are so high, but because they spend 
far too mueh on clothes. «If the wife and 
mother pussesses good judgment and a fair idea 
of the value and suitability of materials she 
can save far more in the family clothes than 
on the. grocery bill. ‘ 

My thethod is to watch the papers for ad- 
vertisements of sales and try to buy at an ad- 
vantage. I always get my husband's shirts, 
underwear, and socks, material for dresses for 
the children and myself, and curtains on sale, 
and pay quite a little less. than the regular 
price for them. For instance, I get shirts that 
ordinarily sell for $1.50 for $1.15, $2 under- 
wear for $1.50, and serges and silks at a saving 
of from 35 to 60 cents per yard. When there 
are three little ones to clothe, besides my hus- 
band and I, you can see that I saYe many 
dollars a year in this way. 

Careful buying is by no means the only way 
to save, however, for by careful wearing and 
careful mending you can make a dress or suit 
wear as long again. A stiteh in time saves 
nine. I reserve one day each month for clean- 
ing and repairing. I clean and press my hus- 
band’s sults and ties and clean his straw hats 
and consider that I save at least $1 per month 
by so doing. My daughters are given muslin 
sacks (with drawstrings in the tops and long 
enough that dresses may hang full length in- 
side) and are taught to remove their best 
dresses as soon as they come home and place 
them in these sacks. This keeps the clothes 
away from the dust and dirt and it is surpris- 
ing how much it helps in keeping them fresh 
looking. I do all my sewing, thus saving half, 
as dressmakers’ bills are as large as bills for 
materials. Until we were married my husband 
paid $2 for his night shirts. I now make 
them for 66 cents, Mre. F. L. M. 


Use Lom Meat. 


In reducing the cost of living I am governed 
by the rule to let my head save my pocketbook 
as well as my feet. We eat food to make the 
substance of our bodies and to give heat and 
vital force, therefore we buy the most nourish- 
ing food which can be obtained for the money 
available. 

Here are a few rules that may be helpful to 


others as they have been to me: Instead of buy- 


ing the expensive cuts of meat and canned vege- 
tables, prepare the clreaper meats and legumes in 
the fireless cooker. Oatmeal and corn meal mush 
may also be placed in the cooker at night and 
be used for breakfast. Make wholesome loaf 
cakes instead of expensive layer cakes. Bake

‘The possibility of the heavenly bodies: being 
inhabited by living beings resembling. our- 
selves, was a question that much. exereiséd tire 
dJearned tn the last century, and has been re- 
vived lately by the veteran biologist, Sir Alfred. 
Wallace, and by the eminent astronomer, .Wal- 
ter Maunder. | 

‘The latter, who has just published a little 
book dealing with the point, is of opinion that 
neither the sun nor’the moon, nor any of the 
planetary bodies save our earth and possibiy 
one other, can be inhabited, because they are. 
aH either too hot er too cold to support life. 

Thus the sun has, by direct observation, a 
temperature of over 10,000 degree Fahrenheit; 
while the moon, owing to its absence of at- 
mosphere, must at night be about the tempera- 
ture of liquid air. ; , 

‘Of the planets nearer the sun 
selves, Mercury always turns the same face 
towards the center of our system, and that 
side of it must. therefore, be hotter than any- 
thing of which we have any experience; while 
the other side must be not only in perpetual 
darkness, but exposed to great cold. 

Mars, thanks to. various causes, must every- 
where have a temperature below freezing point, 
while the more distant . planets—Jupiter, 
Saturn, Uranus, and Neptune—if they depended 
on the un's heat alone, would be frozen 
through and through. As it is, the internal 
heat due to their vast bulk compared witir our 
own earth, has kept them in the nearly incan- 
descent condition of “semi-suns,” and, accord- 
ing to Mr. Mander, has probably prevented 
them from having any solid nucleus at all. 

As protop!ysm, the universal constituent of 
all living matter, can only retain its qualities 
at temperatg@res between 32 degrees and 212 de- 
frees Fahrcg heit, it follows that no life in the 
sisting largely of clouds of steam, and these 
spheres. 

There remains Venus, which should have a 
mean temperature of 150 degrees Fahrenheit 
and an equatorial one of 205 degreees, so that, 
if. the difference in pressure is considered, 
water should bei] at its equator. This, how- 
ever, would lead to its upper atmosphere con- 
sisting largely of clouds of tseam, and these 
would fn turn cut off a great quantity of the 
sun's heat. It is prohable, however, that 
Venus, like Mercury, always presents the same 
face to the sun; but as this has not yet been 
fully observed. Mr. Maunder reserves judgment 
as to its possible habitability. But, save for 
this, he does not see how life can exist on any 
of the planets but ours.

HOGS CLOSE DIME HIGHER 


Strong Early Rally Followed by 
Easier Tone; Sheep and 
Lambs Sell Slowly. 


Beef steer values at Chicago yesterday had 
a fresh sinking spell. declining 10@15c from 
last week's closing level. Receipts of 23,000 
head acted as the principal depressing in- 
fluénce, while a heavy rainfall, which kept 
buyers under shelter, was an added un- 
favorable factor. Quality was only fair and 
best steers on hand sold at $8.70, compared 
with $8.90 a week ago. Cows and heifers 
made up but a small share of the arrivals 
and they sold at firm prices. Calves held

easy, with about half of the gain eliminated. Ship- 
pers and speculators were the principal buyers at 
the extreme upturn, paying up to $8.75 for several 
loads of prime offerings. Packers held back until 
late and Armour & Co. made up a drove of 5.200 
head at an average cost of $8.60, or only 3c higher 
than on Saturday. The general average price for 
the day was raised 10c to $8.67. 

Sheep and lamb trade was siow at a decline of 
10@15c. Pelts contained a lot of water, and pack- 
ers wanted to give them time to dry out before 
wending them over the scdles. Only a small part 
of the receipts cleared before noon and the mar- 
ket closed weak, with best clippers $7.70.
